Your 
honorable president, I believe, was the firm 
Its Importance before this association 
at its second meeting in Philadelphia inl884. 
At that convention a resolution wa» passed 
asking the Legislature to enact a compul- 
sory law having special application to pa- 
rents and guardians of deaf-mutes. Such a 
law, however, has not yet been placed in 
the statute books of our great Common 
wealth. It now remains for us to make 
another effort, which I hope may besuccess- 
ct merit. No one can 
deny, with any show of reason, that there 
is now, as then, need for such a law, not only 
for the deaf hut for the hearing as well. 

As long as children are entrusted to the 
ears of parents, guardians and friends, so 
long will there bi D percentage of 

guardians and friends who are un- 
mindful of their duty, and will not give 
their wards an education unless compelled 
y the strong arm of the law. 
The compulsory system of education 
for many years has given such gene- 
ral satisfaction in certain European 0OUB- 
otably the German Empire, meets 
with the approval of the foremost educators 
of our own land.
